Has free education pro- 
duced from the working classes in the 
last forty years a largely increased pro- 
portion of men of fine character, learning, 
scientific attainment and administrative 
ability? We do not think that history 
will answer “Yes” to this question. 
Great men still spring from the lowest 
ranks of life, but their number seems to 
be no larger. than it was in the days 
before the schoolmaster was abroad. The 
truth is that free education is not a 
creator ; it is only a liberator—an “ Open 
Sesame.”’ It unlocks the doors of know- 
ledge, but thereafter the seeker must find 
knowledge for himself; and since the 
beginning of time the way to knowledge 
has lain in paths of effort and sacrifice. 


The number of persons that is capable | 


of such discipline is. small in any class. 
They are stimulated by adversity, while, 
on the other hand, the very fact that 
to-day education costs nothing is a snare 
to the rank-and-file of the working classes, 
who are tempted to under-rate its value. 
Now, as heretofore, the largest number 
of men great in letters, science and the 
arts of government springs from that 
middle class which still lays its comforts 
on the altar of education. Sons inherit 
the character of the fathers and mothers 
whose ambition dictates the sacrifice, 

Our conclusion is that free education 
does not affect the size of a country’s 
intellectual aristocracy. It may smooth 
the path to success, but, without it, that 
success’ would have been achieved by a 
more rugged ascent. There are no mute, 
inglorious Miltons; and hundreds of 
young Irishmen, starting penniless, fought 
their way to the highest honours before 
any reformer contemplated the present 
“ladder ’’, from the national school to the 
university. We hold, therefore, that the 
State ought to ignore the brilliant exccp- 
tions—who; with or without free educa- 
tion, will be masters of their own 
destinies—and ought to concentrate its 
care on the needs of the average children 
of the national schools. The tests of a 
sound system of free education ought to 
be these—that it shall be the door-keeper 
of knowledge for the whole community 
(wherefore compulsory attendance is 
essential); that it shall fit the average 
child for an average career, with special 
care for the needs and conditions 'of Irish 
life; and that it shall awaken in that 
average child such simple interests and 
curiosities as will enliven the monotony 
of the daily round with the colours of a 
normal imagination. In most of these 
respects the Free States system of 
national teaching is sadly at fault. It 
evolves too many clerks in a country where 
seventy per cent. of the people live by the 
land; and, by the general verdict of em- 
ployers, most of these clerks have received 
no proper training for commerce. The 
agricultural bent is not fostered in the 
rural schools. The sights and sounds of 
rural life are not interpreted or made 
captivating for children who will grow old 
among them. We think that, if our work- 
ing classes were required to pay something 
for their education, they would be the 
first to benefit from their own more exact- 
ing standards of criticism, 


The Far East. 


After a battle which resulted in such 
slaughter as has not been seen since 
the Great War, the Kuominchun, 
national forces of China, have been driven 
out of Kalgan, a stronghold on the Great 
Wall north-west of Beking. The victors, 
the troops of the Manchurian Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, and, his allies, broke down 
what were regarded as impregnable 
defences by the use of powerful, long- 
range artillery which they were not known 
to possess. It appears that by this victory 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin has enlarged the 
range of his supremacy to such an extent 
that new provinces may fall into his 
control. Every large success in China 
leads to fresh stirrings of unrest and new 
groupings of leaders. It is not surprising, 
therefore, to learn that warlike mutter- 
ings have been heard in provinces five 
hundred miles south of Peking, and that 
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‘fleet at least twice as large as that of 
China or Russia, and egual to that of 
‘France, England, or America. With | 
China disunited, a Japan powerful in 


the air would be invulnerable. The 
effective striking range of fighting aero- 
planes is less than 500 miles, and no Power 
could establish an aerial base thus near 
to Japan. Singapore is the nearest base 
from which a Jine:of defence could be cast 
in the path of Japanese aeria] fleets 
moving towards centres oí possible con- 
flict. 


Doncaster and Dublin. 


Great changes are expected in Doncaster 
owing to the development of seventeen 
-collieries with associated industries in the 
district. Wisely looking ahead, the -Cor- 
poration caused a regional survey to be 
carried out, and now has adopted the 
recommendations of the experts concerned. 
It is decided (says the Doncaster Corre- 
spondent of The Times) that in future 
houses must not exceed twelve to the acre, 
compared with twenty or more common 
in the artisans’ residential districts of 
older cities. It has been found that only 
20,000 more people can be accommodated 
at this rate within the present city 
boundaries. Extension of boundaries, 
therefore, will be sought, and Doncaster 
is expected hereafter to occupy a greater 
area in proportion to population than any 
other large town in England. The Cor- 
poration, moreover, had reserved different 
areas for the erection of factories, 
dwellings and public buildings. Certain 
spaces havé been set aside for agricultural 
use or “ black-listed” as unsuitable for 
development. Great changes have come 
to Dublin as well as to Doncaster, but we 
still await the adoption of expert guidance 
in directing the development of the Iri 
Free State’s capital. The City Commis- 
sioners—who have done so much good 
work that only with reluctance may we 
cavil at their conduct of affairs—have 
allowed wage-earners’ dwellings to be 
erected. as thickly as seventeen to the 
acre, although Dublin’s spacious hinter- 
land offers every facility for Doncaster’s 
mle of twelve, or even fewer, to that 
marrow space. Examples have been set 
near Dublin in graceful design, wide 
spacing, avoidance of the terrace and pro- 
vision of play-grounds ; yet closely packed 
and ugly suburbs still are arising. "Only 
when the “town-planning’’ of Dublin is 
committed, like that of Doncaster and 
East Kent, to the expert will the prin- 
ciples of modern construction command 
attention and obedience, and the Saorstdt 
see the foundations laid of a capital 
worthy of a dignified State, 


Pure Bread. 


At the conference of operative bakers in 
Bristol Mr. Bampfield, the secretary, dis- 
played lumps of bleaching chemicals which 
had been found in flour as supplied by 
British millers. The bakers complain 
that the custom of adding plaster of Paris 
to flour causes inflammation in the hands 
of the workers manipulating dough. The 
general public will find greater cause for 
dissatisfaction in the thought that it still 
is possible for food to be adulterated in 
the interests merely of appearance. Next 
year regulations made by the British 
Ministry of Health will come into force 
whereby this abuse will be checked. The 
public itself is to blame, however, that 
ever the abuse arose, White bread has 
been required at all costs, and wholesome 
substance has been rejected in favour of 
candid appearance. Nowhere has the 
demand for artificial whiteness been tnore 
insjstent. than in Ireland. Partly on 
account of domestic indolence, and partly 
on account of the craving for whiteness, 
hampers of loaves are imported daily into 
remote rural districts from bakeries more 
than a hundred miles distant. The house- 
wife ceases to bake those good oaten cakes, 
careless of colour, on which the manlier 
generations were reared. The dainties of 
the shop are needed to please the jaded 
appetite of the town; but in the farm- 
house home-baked bread spells health and 
economy. When the oaten disc darkens 
on the griddle and the soda-bread is hung 
in the pot-oven, the farmer or the cottier’s 
wife can pride herself that she has 
economical and wholesome food to set 
before her household.

A welter of parties, 
united by personal allegiances and shift- 
ing with every turn of fortune, perpetuates 
the misery vf the nation; for in that un- 
wieldy land there are no large popular 
tendencies which may lead towards settle- 
ment.

OFFICTAL LISTS TO BE 
POSTED.

PARIS, Friday. 

The measures which the Government is 
to take with & view to enforcing public 
and private economy were ‘formally 
sanctioned to-day by the, Council of 
Ministers. 

The action to be taken fo reduce the 
cost of living recalls war-time restrictions. 
The public is to be compelled to eat stale 
bread as much as possible, Restaurant 
meals are to be limited to two dishes, 
though if the same ruling is given as in 
1918 as to what constitutes a ‘‘ dish,” 
this will be mo great privation. Then a 
meal of ““two dishes” ‘might comprise 
soup, or hor's d' ntivres, fish or eggs, a piece 
de résistance, gheese and dessert. 

Besides these restri¢tions on consump- 
tion, elaborate: regulations have been con- 
rived to control-prices.. The. Minister of 
Commerce is to set up a committee to 
decide what is a fair price, and the 
Minister of. the Interior another to see 
(hat this price is not exceeded in retail 
trade. The official price list will be 
posted everywhere. 

Preferential rates are to be granted on 
the railways to foodstuffs from outlying 
districts, the quantity of goods received 
daily by the markets is to be posted up, 
and precautions taken against hoarding by

ANOTHER PILGRIMAGE 
OF REMEMBRANCE. 


GRAVES AT GALLIPOLI TO 
BE VISITED. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

Closely following to-morrow’s Irish pilgrimage 
to France will be another from this country, 
but bound for a more distant destination, 
This will comprise the first British pilgrimage 
to the war graves of Salonica and Gallipoli. 

It leaves Victoria on Wednesday afternoon, 
and will number about three hundred of all 
ages and classes. Except for the assistance 
afforded by the St. Barnabas Fund, many 
would have been unable to make the visit. 

The Dowager Countess of Longford and 
Lady Mary Pakenham will be among the 
pilgrims, who are to be led by Major Beith. 
probably better known as “Tan Hay,’’ of 
“ First Hundred Thousand ”’’ fame. There will 
be special trains on both sides of the Channel, 
and the party will embark at Marseilles for 
Salonica, and thence to Lemnos, where there 
are a number of British graves, includiny that 
of Rupert Brooke. 

After visiting the Gallipoli Peninsula the 
party pass on to Constantinople, and return 
to London ria Trieste about September 12. 
At Helles a special Commemoration: Service 
will be held at the foot of the great memorial 
to the fallen. It will be conducted hy the 
Rev. M. Mullineux, M.C., who served with 
the New Zealand troops throughout the war.

‘* HOTTENTOTS PRE-

Alarmed by the growing “ Zenophobia '' 
indicated recently in Paris by the hostile 
demonstrations against American and 
English tourists, the Paris Soir has 
opened its columns to contributors to dis- 
cuss the question. 

Among the first to respond to the 
invitation is M. Maurice Dekobra, the 
French novelist, who detiies that the 
movement is directed against all 
foreigners.

| From Over POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The apparent want of confidence of the 
Irish people in themselves and in their 
country’s future was strongly deprecated 
by Mr. T. A. Smiddy, the Free State’s 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Washington, 
who has come to Ireland on a brief holi- 
day. He has no patience with our native 


n | pessimusts 


The Free State, he thinks, is sufferiag 
from an inferiority complex, although, in 
his opinion, there is no country that has 
less excuse for it. 

Mr. Smiddy dismissed adverse balances 
and the like, to point to the results of his 
own contact with the giants of inter- 
national finance. There is Wall street, 
which, according to Mr. Smiddy, is ex- 
traordinarily curious as to the Free 
State's intentions in the matter of a new 
loan flotation. 


WHAT WALL STREET THINKS. 

“The credit of the Free State is very 
high in Wall street,” he explained; 
“indeed, it ranks next to that of Great 
Britain and Canada, and they are most 
anxious to know if we are going to float a 
loau.’’ . 

Mr. Smiddy does not think, however, 
that the Free State should look towards 
Wal! street for its next loan. There is 
enough money at home, he believes, to meet 
immediate calls, and he left little doubt 
in one’s mind that his own advice to the 
Minister for Finance has been entirely in 
thet direction. 

The Free State, he points out, is one of 
the few creditor nations in Europe. 

“ Rough! speaking,” he said, “our 
Budget balances,’’ and added that allowance 
should be made for the fact that investments 
abroad yielded the Free State something in 
the neighbourhood of £11,000,000 sterling 
annually; that remittances from United 
States citizens to their [Irish relatives 
amounted to about 3,000,000 dollars a year, 


and so on. 
AN OPTIMIST. 

He proceeded to the assertion, as I under- 
stood it, that while the passage of time serves 
but to increase the Free State's credit abroad, 
it merely deepens an incomprehensible gloom 
of the people at home. i 

It was impossible not to be infected by 
the enthusiasm of Mr. Smiddy, who regards 
himself as the representative of a new d 
of Promise. He certainly has unbounded 
faith in its future. He talked of 
the Horse Show, of the Shannon scheme, 
and of the work of President Cosgrave's 
administration. Everywhere he had heard of 
the success of the first; there: was not a 
country that did not admire and applaud the 
Spectacular second, and, for the third, in 
international assemblies it spoke eloquently 
for itself. ! ' 

WHAT AMERICANS ASK. 

Mr. Smiddy referred to the interest taken in 
the Free State’s economic progress. The 
American people, he told me, wanted to 
hear little about Irish politics. They never 
asked if the ““eause ' was hale and hearty, 
and the limits within which Mr. Smiddy is 
allowed to act the réle of ‘‘ Napper Tandy - 
are very clearly deíined. 

He is not reguired to answer guestions con- 
cerning, say, the health of Mr. de Valera or 
his party, but he is asked if there is stability 
and security for life and property in the 
Free State. Mr. Smiddy’s interrogators have 
no interest in the cross-currents of Irish 
politics, and they have a wholesome distrust 
of anything in the nature of political 
propaganda. 

When he is not busy in the office of the 
Saorstat Legation in Washington or attending 
some diplomatic function, social or otherwise, 
Mr. Smiddy is to be found giving a “talk ” 
on the “home country” to the graddates 
of one of the Universities—he has spoken at 
Yale, Princeton and Michigan—or to one 
of the many lunch and dinner clubs that 
form a feature of the American social, 
economic and cultural life of to-day. 


IRISH-AMERICAN TRADE. 


Speaking of the possibilities of Irish- 
American trade, Mr. Smiddy pointed out that 
the Free State had not a great many things 
that it could export to the United States. 
What were known as the ‘‘cottage industries’ 
offered some potentialitiés, but it was largely 
a matter of organisation. What was needed 
was an export organisation which «wid 
secure a certain mass production of the 
articles suitable for export, like jumpers, 
homespuns, and lace; but there would also 
have to be an adaptability to changing 
designs. The Irish manufacturers, however, 
still had a long way to go to capture the 
home market before they looked abroad. 

Referring to the tourist traffic, Mr. Smiddy 
mentioned that the Irish Tourist Association 
had yet to begin activities in America, but 
‘aside from the part it might play, it was only 
fair to say that the American steamship 
companies had been doing a tremendous lot 
to popularise Ireland with tourists. 

Mr. Smiddy also referred to the fact that 
complaints were heard from time to time, 
either about the lack or the particular type 
of hotel accommodation in this country. It 
could not be too strongly emphasised that 
the hotels were largely responsible for the 
success or otherwise of the ‘‘tourist year,” 
and hotel proprietors should see to it that 
their visitors had above all else cleanliness 
and good service. 

By way of preparation for next year and 
succeeding years, it is hoped to have some 
films portraying various phases of Ifish life 
suggestion has been made by the Free State 
Legation to the Free State Government, and 
Mr. Smiddy believes that it will be adopted.

“By organisation, by employers and 
workmen pulling together, and by the 
adoption of economic methods, industry in 
America is prospering as never before, and 
there is no reason whatever why it should 
not be equally prosperous here, if all en- 
gaged in production would put their backs 
into it, adopt modern methods, and co- 
operate whole-heartedly in the endavour 
te improve the economic situation.” 

This was the opinion expressed yester- 
day by Mr. Harry Parrock, who for forty- 
five years has been engaged in the iron and 
steel industry in America, and is now on a 
visit to England. 

Mr. Parrock went to the States from 
Brierley Hill, Staffordshire, nearly half a 
century ago, and he became Super- 
intendent of the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company, Superintendent of the Carnegie 
Steel Company of Youngstown, Ohio, and 
held the post of Commissioner of Public 
Works in Youngstown. 

“ I am distressed,” he said, “to come 
here and see the industrial condition of 
the mother country, and my desire is te 
help her in every way I can—there is no 
necessity for the present state of affairs 
if masters and men would only wake up 
and do themselves justice.’ 


EFFICIENCY FIRST. 

Mr. Parrock pointed out that the reason 
of America’s success was concentration in 
industry; the introduction of labour- 
saving appliances, the application of 
scientific methods, the elimination of 
waste, and the ruthless scrapping of any- 
thing which retarded the efficiency and 
rapidity of output. i 

Coal in America for the steel industries is 

only about 10s. a ton, he declared, and that 
low price has resulted from iron and steel 
corporations and companies having their own 
coal mines, and their own railroads to carry 
the coal to the works—in some cases over a 
distance of one hundred miles. 
‘ Then, in America the manufacturers have 
their own ore mines, which, in some in- 
stances, are as many as seven hundred miles 
away. 

A number of.the companies use their own 
pulverised coal. This coal is crushed and 
heated, so that when it gets to the furnace 
it is. almost like gas, and the maximum of 
heat and value is got out of it. 

The miners in these American coal mines 
are producing four tons of coal each per day, 
as compared with one ton per man per day 
in Great Britain. They hew the coal by 
pneumatic drills, haye the latest machinery 
for getting it away quickly, and for other 
purposes. They earn six or seven dollars a 
day, and the period of working is eight hours 
a day, and a six-day week. 

“What do I find,” he continued. “ when 
I go now once more to Brierley Hill, after 
my long separation from it? The plant there 
is practically the same as when I left. We 
in Youngstown have gone on improving our 
works. The city has grown at the rate of 
fifteen per cent. per year, and we have labour 
for all who desire’ it. Labour-saving 
machinery does not throw people out of work. 
It creates new conditions and extra work’’, 


CO-PARTNERSHIP. 

Mr. Parrock dwe!t on the feeling of brother- 
hood in industry which exists in America. 

“The employer in the States,” he said, 
“takes the initiative in improving the work- 
ing conditions, encourages high wages, and 
fosters co-partnership. In the United States 
Corporation the employés own at least 50 
per cent of the Stock. The American system 
does not produce dissatisfied 
men as you have them in England.”

PARACHUTES FAIL TO ACT. 


STOCKHOLM, Friday. 

Aeronautical manceuvres for the purpose 
of defending the city against attacks from 
the air have been in progress for the last 
three days in Stockholm. The manceuvres, 
which were themselves very successful, 
unfortunately ended in disaster. 

The final item in the programme was a 
ceremonial flight on the lines of a military 
march past before all the chief officers. 
Five airmen dropped from their machines 
with parachutes, but two of these did not 
open out, and both airmen fell to the 
ground and were killed, one of them in 
a street on the outskirts of the town and 
the other on the military parade ground.— 
(Reuter. ) 


FUTURE OF TANGIER. 


SPAIN’S DEMAND. 
MADRID, Friday. 
The newspaper Za Nacion quotes several 
recent declarations by the Prime Minister as 
a counterblast to what it describes as the 
campaign of error conducted in certain foreign 
newspapers on the subject of the Spanish- 
Italian Treaty. It says that the solemn state- 
ment of the Madrid Cabinet, which contains 
irrefutable evidence that the Treaty has no 
secret clause, ought to have the effect of 
dissipating all suspicions and fears on the 
subject, which have no justification in fact. 
Moreover, it adds, General Primo de Rivera 
has always given proof of his sincerity, and 
that he does not indulge in double dealing or 
reservations of any kind. 
As regards the creation of a Spanish 
Tangier, this is an old national aspiration, 
based on reasons of policy and justice, and is 
designed to secure that the Spanish Pro- 
tectorate shall not be subjected to dangerous 
limitations.and that Spanish action may develop 
without difficulty, or its effectiveness be 
weakened by menaces. In acting thus, Spain 
is seeking, without any Imperialist aims, to 
give effect to the national aspirations put for- 
ward by the Prime Minister, whose attitude 
could not be finer and clearer, notwithstand- 
ing the erroneous interpretation placed upon 
it by certain foreign newspapers.— (Reuter. ) 
Note.—General Primo De Rivets, in an in- 
terview with a Spanish newspaper last Sun- 
day, declared that Tangier ought to he 
included in the Spanish Protectorate. He 
said that the whole world could not render 
Tangier peaceful times unless its adntinistra- 
tion was entrusted to Spain, and that, if the 
nations could not agree to this, Tangier 
would quickly give rise to grave international 
difficulties.

CLAIMS AGAINST THE U.S. 
BY INDIANS.

Government, aggregating 9£258,779;000. 
some of them growing out of controversies 
which arose more than one hundred years 
ago, are pending in the United States 
Court of Claims, where they have been 
filed in accordance with special acts of 
Congress for their settlement. : , 
Thirty-five different tribes, including the 
twelve which comprise the Sioux nation, 
with its 50,000. members; are among the 
claimants. Nineteen separate suits have 


been filed by the Indians against the | 


Government. 

The Sioux nation asks £160,000,000 in 
damages, alleging 45 separate causes of action. 
One is grounded upon the fraud. and duress 
which, the Indians assert, the Government 
exerted after the Sioux war to compel the 
cession of the Black. Hills District in North 
and South Dakota for an inadequate con- 
sideration. 

The Sioux also allege that the Government’s 
obligation in the Treaty of 1868 to educate the 
Indian children has been violated; that the 
Government took no steps to prevent the 
extinction of the buffalo, a main food supply 
of the Sioux; and that it unlawfully seized 
great areas of Indian land. 

The Creeks, who claim £39,000,000, declare 
that, under an unauthorised Treaty negotiated 
by General ‘Andrew Jackson in 1813, the 
Government took, without any consideration, 
more than 23,000,000 acres of tribal lands in 
Western Georgia and Eastern Alabama. 

The Delawares base theif claim for £300,000 
on the theft, in 1861, by a Government clerk 
of £160,000 worth of State Bonds, owned by 
various tribes. They allege that they were 
cnly partly reimbursed for their loss.

Mr. William Graham, M.P., in a letter to 
The Times on ** Trade Recovery, deals with 
a few of the leading problems which underbie 
trade .recovery. .-He says.:—In. British in- 
dustrial recovery much could be gained im- 
‘médiately by a broad-minded~ study of 
American Jabour policy. In recent years 
Great Britain has lost scores of millions in 
.conflict: bearing on,. some ..of.. the most 
futile forms of reducing the _ cost 
ot production. Wages. and hours 
must .. vary from time to time, 
but let us imagine that representative organi- 
sations of employers and employed had de- 
voted even a tenth of their time spent in 
strife to such a question as simplification, as 
it is called in the States. Since 1921 repre- 
sentative groups of manufacturers, distribu- 
tors and consumers, after reviewing outpat 
and sales, have voluntarily agreed to the re- 
duction of sizes, types, styles and patterns, 
which had grown excessively numerous under 
unregulated competition. Simplification has de- 
finitely contributed to the reduction of manu- 
facturing costs. A British critic dealing with 
American textiles remarked that. “in almost 
- every instance the elimination of-sizes and 
varieties which hampered the industry by 
keeping up the tinit cost of production and 
tving up millions of capital in slow-moving 
stocks has proceeded to the extent of 50 
per cent or more.”

How many British employers’ organisations~ 


and trade unions have met for the purpose 
of discussing at first hand this vitally im- 
portant subject? Applied to British industry 
could it not have contributed to the removal 
of much of the squalid discussion of a few 
slillings per. week, with all the ill-feeling 
aud industrial luss that such discussion 
always involves? 

The Times, in a leading article on Mr. 
William Graham’s letter, says :—Serious 
thinkers of all parties have long seen that 
a very strenuous effort will be needed to 
recover and to maintain the trade bv whicn 
we live. The grievous damage which the 
general strike and the coal stonnage have 
inflicted upon our entire economic organism 
has necessarily deepened their conviction. It 
is not confined to any single political party, 
or to any single school of thought. It 
informs the valuable letter which Mr. William 
Graham addresses to us to-day, as it informs 
Mr. Churchili’s Swansea speech. The 
Financial Secretary to the Treasurv, in 
the Labour Government holds it with the 
Conservative Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
The facts are, indeed, indisputable, and the 
conclusions too clear for argument. We do 
not and cannot grow from our soil more than 
a fraction of the food which our population 
must have to eat. We do: not and cannot 
produce from our soil more than a fraction 
of many raw materials of our staple indus- 
tries. We must buy both or perish. We 
buy them with our exports, visible and 
“‘invisible.”” These must be marketed at a 
price which our foreign customers, the 
vendors of the food and of the raw materials, 
are able and willing to pay. 

America is our most formidable rival, 
yet the general standard of living among 
her industrial workers is unapproached, 
and. seemingly, unapproachable in the old 
world. Her prosperity flows from many 
sources, most of which need not be considered 
here, but amongst them it is claimed that her 
industrial organisation fills a chief place.

The deceased, said the witness, commenced 
flying in 1916, and had been employed in 
his present position for three years. 

The inquest was adjourned. 


THE TWO PASSENGERS. 

Later in the day, Mr. Body, the Romney 
Coroner, opened his inquiry regarding the 
death of the two passengers—Mr. Hugo 
Rizzi, who was well known as the manager 
of..the Ambassador Club, Conduit street, 
London, and Ebert Blaney, a graduate of 
Harvard University, United States. The 
inquiry was held at College Hill Farm, into 
the stackyard of which the aeroplane crashed 
when the pilot attempted a ferced landing.

Albert Edward Davis, of Hillerest road, 
Purley, Secretary of the Ambassador Club, 
identified the body of Mr. Rizzi, who was 
aged about 48. His position was managing 
director of the Ambassador Club, Limited, 
He lived at the Club, in Conduit street, and 


was an Italian. 


EVIDENCE AS TO THE MACHINE. 
M. Pau! Grosfils, manager of the London 
branch of the Air Union, gave evidence con- 
cerning the ill-fated machine.

The total flying life of the machine 
heíore the disaster was only forty-seven hours.

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OFFICER'S EVIDENCE. 
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EFFORTS TO SAVE THE SHIP. 

Lieutenant F. H. E. Skryme, the officer in 
command of H 29, said that on the day of 
the disaster the submarine was moored for 
basin trials. He gave ordera that the testin 
of the torpedo tubes should be carried out a 
the first opportunity by the firing of dummy 
shots, and the first lieutenant, Mr. Wevell, 
informed him that the operation would take 
place in the afternoon. Having been lightened 
at 8 a.m. by pumping out all the auxiliary 
ballast tanks, the ship had to be brought to 
normal trim, and for this it was necessary to 
admit water to the ballast tanks. 

After lunch the witness went below to see 
that work generally was in progress, but. on 
going up on deck he noticed the boat was low 
in the water. Knowing that all hatches were 
open, he went to the after-hatch, which would 
be the first to submerge, in order to close it, 
but did not succeed, as there was a four-inch 
pipe let down through it for ventilation pur- 
poses. The water was then just trickling over 
the edge of the hatch. He left an engine- 
room artificer at the after-hatch trying to 
close it, and ran forward and through the 
fore-hatch. He gave order to close the water- 
tight doors, and again returned to the after- 
hatch and tried to cut the pipe, but had only 
half-severed it when the water became too 
deep for him to continue, Until the sub- 
marine became submerged he should say that 
not more than two minutes elapsed. The 
witness waded to the bridge and caught hold 
of one of the chains which hung around the 
side of the dock and climbed ashore, 

CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 
Asked by the Coroner the reason the vessel 
sank, the witness said that the after-hatch 
came under water owing to the ficoding of 
number three main ballast tank. When the 
batch came to the water levél a great volume 
of water entered and ran forward through the 
boat, and caused her to sink. Jt had heen 
only ere to wationer ge the vessel suffi- 
ciently Yo allow the terpedo tubes to be fired, 
and not to submerge altogether. 

FLOODING OF TANKS STOPPED. 

Lieutenant Malcolm Wevell related that on 
going forward to the control room, from 
which the Kingston valves were operated, he 
said to Stoker Petty Officer Aske: '1 am 
going to put a drop of water into two and 
three main ballasts. [ am going on deck.” 
Later he remembered hearing the air rushing 
out of No. 2 main ballast, and from the 
upper deck casing he looked over the star- 
board side and saw the boat lower in the 
water than she had been. He gave the order 
to stop flooding, and asked the stoker petty 
officer if the vent was shut. Aske replied 
that it was. 

Later the witness saw some dockvard men 
come hurriedly from aft through the ward- 
room and make for the fore-hatch. He asked 
what was the matter, and, getting no answer, 
went on to the upper deck, when he saw the 
boat was lower in the water aft. He saw 
the commanding officer on the upper deck, 
and heard him give the order, ‘‘ Shut water- 
tight doors”. The witness afterwards re- 
peated the order down the fore-hatch, through 
which men were coming up. He also gave 
the order, ‘‘ Blow 3,’’ meaning that bailast 
tank No, á was to be emptied.

AT WIMEREUX. 


SWEPT AWAY BY CURRENT. 
BOULOGNE, Friday. 

It appears that the swimming tragedy, in 
which two Englishwomen lost their lives 
yesterday at Wimereux, took place about one 
o’clock ín the afternoon at the ebb of tide, 
which produced a dangerous undertow. A 
party of six English bathers incautiously 
went beyond the prescribed area for swim- 
ming, and soon found themselves being swept 
away by the strong current. ta 

Hearing the cries of the bathers, a lifeboat 
was hurriedly launched, and managed to save 
three of them. Two others succeeded in 
reaching the shore, but Miss Hazel Harvey, 
of Woking, aged 18, could not be found. A 
few minutes later her body was washed 
ashore, and, in spite of energetic efforts at 
artificial respiration life could not be re- 
stored. 

GIRL’S EFFORT TO SAVE SISTER.

I lost sight of the 
machine for a second as it passed over the 
roof, Then I saw it again flying much 
lower.” i 

The witness then described “a left-hand 
twist” on its side. He added:—‘‘It ap- 
peared to come straight at us, and we pre- 
pared to look after ourselves and the horses. 
Then the ‘plane hit the barn and struck the 
top of the haystack, and fell twisting to the 
ground, We rushed to the scene, and found 
the passengers jammed in a screaming mass 
in front of the cab. Mr, Blaney was dead.

yesterday at the inquest on the body of Sir 
Howard Spicer, vice-chairman and joint 
managing director of Messrs. Spicers, 
Limited, who was found shot in a room at 
Garland’s Hotel, Suffolk street, London, on 
Monday night. 

Mr. Norman Spicer, a brother, said that 
Sir Howard, who was 55, had had two or 
three attacks of influenza recently, and was 
in a depressed state. He had no other 
cause of worry. than his health. 

Questioned by the Coroner, witness said 
that a sister committed suicide about three 
years ago. 

Eugene Doutre, assistant to Sir Howard 
Spicer in his business, said that lately Sir 
Howard had been suffering from fits of de- 
pression, but he seemed to recover from them 
quickly. .He was upset about his health, 
and the depression seemed to betome more 
acute up to the time of his death. On 
Monday morning last he arrived at the office 
shortly before eleven o'clock, and when 
leaving later said that he was going te a 
chemist’s for a few moments. 

Other evidence showed that Sir Howard was 
found dead in a lorked room in the hotel on 
Monday evening. There were severe injuries 
to the head, and a gun was lying across a 
chair. 

The medical evidence was that death was 
due to a gunshot wound. 

The Coroner read the following letter ad- 
dressed to him, which had been found in 
the room with the body :— | 

* Dean» Srn,—Three months of insomnia 
and worry have affected my brain, and I 
have felt that it might go at any moment, 
and that I might do harm to others or be- 
come a hopeless mental wreck. My dear 
mother had the same feeling, and my sister 
ended her life. I hope it will not be neces- 
sary to call my family after this letter. 
My dear friend, Eugene Doutre. knows 
that I have confided to him that I felt my 
brain going. He cheered me by compli- 
menting me on my work. He will give 
good evidence.

Lieutenant-Commander J. H. MacNair, 
senior submarine officer in the Devonport 
Hotilla, said that there was nothing wrong in 
the order being given for the hatches to be 
open while the boat was being put to normal 
trim. He knew of no Admiralty regulation 
ordering the hatches to be closed if any water 
were being put in the tanks. 

The accident, he said, in reply to a juror, 
was undoubtedly caused through the ' 
of the ballast to such an extent as to bring 
the hatch under the water, He did not know 
how that happened, however, . 

CORONER AND DEFINITE ORDERS. 

Medical evidence having been given, the 
Coroner, in summing up, said that it was a 
question as to whether or not a definite order 
was given to submerge the ship by filling the 
tanks. He was convinced that the stoker 
petty officer thought that the lieutenant said, 
'“ Put water in the tanks.” If the order had 
been more definitely clear and more clearly 
understood the accident would not have 
pened.

AMALGAMATION OF CIRCUIT 
COURTS.

THE TRAINING OF .BOYS., 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Does anyone now ever read Dean 
Stanley's “ Life of Arnold’’? The speakers at 
the British Association meetings think the 
opposite of what he thought about public 
‘schools, boys, flogging, etc. He retained 
flogging for the younger boys on principle 
“as fitly answering to and marking the 
naturally inferior state of boyhood, and 
therefore as conveying no peculiar degradation 
to persons in such a state ”; but it was con- 
fined to moral offences, such as lying, drink- 
ing and habitual idleness. He said: “ At an 
age when it is almost impossible to find a true 
manly sense of the Sarah of guilt or 
faults, where is the wisdom of encouraging a 
fantastic sense of the degradation of personal 
correction? What can be more false or ad- 
verse to the simplicity, sobriety and humble- 
ness of mind which are the best ornament of 
youth and the best promise of a noble man- 
hood?’’ He did not like inflicting.it, how- 
ever. “ What I want to see in the school," he 
said, ‘‘and what I cannot find, is an ab- 
horrence of evil.’’ The chief cause of the 
absence of this feeling, and of ‘‘the moral 
childishness, which he considered the great 
curse of public schools,” seemed to him to 
tie in ‘‘ the spirit which was there encouraged 
of combination, of companionship, of excessive 
deference to the public opinion prevalent in 
the school. Peculiarly repugnant as this spirit 
was at once to his own reverence for lawful 
authority; fatal as he deemed it to all ap- 
proach to seaisiir between himself and his 
scholars—to all free and manly feeling in 
individual boys—to all real and permanent 
improvement of the institution itself—it gave 
him more pain when brought prominent! 
before him than any other evil in the school. 
At the very sight of a knot of vicious or care- 
less boys gathered together round the great 
schoolhouse fire, ‘it makes me think,’ he 
would say, ‘that I see the Devil in the midst 
of them.” ” 

Now we are always being told that this 
spirit is the be-all and the end-all of school. 
Here is what the parents used to think about 
public schools. ‘‘In speaking of the educa- 
tion of young English boys at our great public 
schools, the whole system pursued in those 
institutions was condemned as bad, but on all 
sides, nevertheless, admitted to be better (at 
any rate, for the sons of noblemen) than the 
incessant, base, excessive complaisance , and 
flattery of their servants and dependents, from 
which, they all said, it was impossible to 
screen them in their own homes, and equally 
impossible that they should not suffer serious 
moral evil. Lord Francis [Egerton] said that 
for a lad like his nephew, the Marquis of 
Stafford, there was but one thing worse than 
being educated at Eton, and that was, being 
educated at home; therefore, concluded they 
all in chorus, we send our boys to our public 
schools.” (““Records of Later Life,” by 
Frances Anne Kemble, vol: II., p. 147.)

RECOVERY AFTER RELAPSE 


The failufe of the Coal Conference, which 
eccurred too late to affect oe on Thufs- 
day, caused disappointment in those sections 
of the London Stock Markets which had bene- 
fited earlier in the week from the hopes of a 
favourable result to the re-opening of negotia- 
tions, and quotations suffered a rather sharp 
relapse. Later on, however, there was a 
recovery from the worst lev els, owing to the 
reports that large numbers of miners are 
returning to work regardless of the leaders. 
This was particularly noticeable in Home 
Rails, where the early declines were ‘made 
good in many directions, while Industrials also 
rallied towards the close. The fact that pre- 
liminary operations for Monday’s carry-over 
were in progress yesterday had a restricting 
influence on business, and, taken as a whole, 
dealings were on a small scale. Gilt-edged 
securities experienced an extremely quiet 
session. Foreign Government Stocks were not 
altered to any great extent. French Loans 
eased, as did certain Reconstruction Loans, 
hut elsewhere a steady tone prevailed. Busi- 
ness was-idle in Colonial and Foreign Rails, 
and closing values were, practically without 
exception, the same as before. A dull tendency 
ruled in Oils, but among Mines Tin shares 
remained firm, despite the decline in the 
metal. “Rubbers were quiet and. generally 
steady, but among Industrials Textiles were 
easier, though they finished above the worst.

a report printed by Messrs, Martin Lest 
‘Ltd., Dublin, the appendix of which contains 
the audited accounts. As from the lst 
August, 1922, the work of the Association has 
been carried on by the Irish White Cross 
Reconstruction Commission, but the vastly 
larger’ portion of the work was done prior to 
that date. 

The Council having determined that the 
time had come to complete their administra- 
tion of the funds, they have transferred that 
administration to three bodies. 

The first of these is the Irish White Cross 
Children’s Relief Association, Incorporated, 
having its registered office at 27 Dawson 
street, Dublin. This Association applies the 
funds entrusted to it for the relief, education, 
maintenance, etc., of children whose parents, 
or breadwinners, were killed or totally in- 
capacitated in the strife of recent vears. The 
work of this branch must necessarily stil] con- 
tinue-for a considerable time. 

The second body consists of three trustees— 
Mrs. Ceannt, Mr. Thomas Johnson, T.U., and 
Senator James G. Douglas—who administer 
the funds entrusted to them known as “ ‘Ihe 
Irish White Cross Disablement Fund” for 
the benefit of disabled persons who are pre- 
lreaty victims, and any surplus of the funds 
not so required is applied in grants to or 
for the benefit of persons who have been 
seriously disabled or whose breadwinners have 
been killed during, and as a result of, the 
civil strife in Ireland, and for whom no other 
provision has been made. The functions of 
these trustees are governed by a trust deed. 

The third and last of these bodies is the 
Irish White Cross Winding-Up Association. 
The Council, or Committee, of this body 
consists of Madame Anne O’Rahilly, Lord 
Mayor Laurence O'Neill, Professor Edward 
Culverwell, High Commisisoner James 
MacNeill, Senator James (OG. Douglas, 
Doctor Joseph Wigham, and Messrs. Thomas 
Johnson, T.D.; John O'Neill, George Russell, 
Sean McEntee and L. Smith-Gordon. 

The fund, which will be administered bv 
this body, consists of the residue of the 
funds of the Irish White Cross after making 
provision for the wants of the two other 
bodies already mentioned, and consists of a 
fund of about £113,000 cash. 

It has been determined that this fund <h:ll 
be applied as follows :— 

1—A sum of £60,000 has been set aside to 
make suitable provision for the widows 
and dependents; other than orphans, 
not otherwise provided for, of persons 
who were executed, killed in action, or 
died as a result of hostilities in Ireland. 

2—A sum of £30,000 has been set aside to 
be alloeated by way of grant to persons 
or dependents of persons who are in 
distress as a result of imprisonment 
after February Ist, 1922, by action of 
the Northern Government. 

3—A sum of £4,000 has been set aside to 
make further provision for persons dis- 
abled as a result of warfare in Ireland. 

&—A sum of £2,000 has been set aside for 
the objects of St. Ultan’s Hospital, 37 
Charlemont street, Dublin. 

5—A sum of £12,000 has been set aside for 
dealing with those cases in which un- 
due hardship may have been caused by 
the repayment of loans made by the 
Reconstruction Commission of the 
Irish White Cross. 

6—A sum of £3,000 has been set aside to 
deal with cases oí heads of families 
who have been injured or are sufíer- 
ing from illness, but not totally dis- 
abled, for the ‘purpose of providing 
either treatment or giving . help, io 
enable them to recover their strength 
so as to support their families. 

7—The balance of the £113,000 is for the 
moment held in reserve. 

8—The only other asset, which consisis of 
a debt due to the Irish White Cross, 
is being transferred for the objects of 
St. Mary’s Children’s Qpen Air Hospi- 
tal, Cappagh, Finglas, County Dublin, 
under the care of the Sisters of Charity. 

The application of these amounts, which, 
of course, only represen the residue of the 
original funds, it is stated, has been de- 
termined after the most careful consideration. 
This final distribution, if is expected, will 
be completed within a period of at most 
about six months. ; 

The percentage of the administration ex- 
penses to the amount dealt with, it is added, 
is one of the smallest recorded for a fund 
such as this. 


A PREFERENCE FOR THE 
UNION JACK. 


DISSATISFIED UNPURCHASED 


TENANTS. 

When a meeting of the Unpurchased 
Tenants and Landless Peoples’ Association 
was held in Mullingar, ‘local deputies and 
the Government were criticised for their 
alleged apathy in connection with the division 
of lands. 

The County Secretary (Mr. Ronan) read the 
report of a speech of a Deputy in the Dail, 
in which he said that in the counties that 
he represented the Land Commission had done 
well, and that there was very little dissatis- 
faction as to the class of tenants selected, and 
that the Government was dividing the land 
in a much better way than was done under 
the British system. 

Mr. Ronan said that it was not by buttering 
the Land Commission that much would be 
got from them. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. Coffev) said that it 
was a matter between T.D.’s as to who would 
most butter-up Government departments. 
Inder the British régime the rent put on 
the allotments was fairly veasovable, but 
under the Free State Government the Com- 
mission put on a rent of from 35s. to £2 an 
acre, whitch was entirely too high. If the 
Land Commission was carried on to the satis- 
faction of the T.D.’s, it was not satisfactory 
to those that they represented. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded 
by Mr. Smith, a resolution was passed to the 
effect that the Land Commission had not 
given satisfaction, except to a section perhaps 
of the people, in the division of the land and 
the carrying out of the Land Purchase Act of 
1923, and expressing the opinion that a 
defence of the Commission in the circum- 
stances would come much better from a mem. 
ber of the Government than from a deputy 
outside that body. 

The only thing, said the Chairman, that 
we get from the Government is taxes to the 
eves. They have the Sheriff at our doors, 
which the British never did. The Govern- 
ment do not want the poor people; they only 
want the big men, and the same applies to a 
lot of the T.D.’s. No man that I met with 
is satisfied with what the Government are 
doing. 

I saw where Mr. Shaw congratulated the 
Government on being about to acquire Sonna 
and some other estates for division, but what 
about my district. 1 had to fight my corner 
with my brother tenants in Judge Wylie’s 
court, and I know what I am talking about.

Amusing were the experiences of Thomas 
Hunt, Waterford, who was the principal 
witness at Waterford District Court yester- 
day in a case in which Thomas Brady, a 
pediar, Callan, Kilkenny, was charged with 
alleged ket-picking at the last Tramore 
races. faferinations were refused against 
Brady.

He stood his trial for teason in 
England, was accused of burning the Cathedral 
of Cashel, and removed thie necessity for prov- 
ing the matter from his enemies by prompt] 
acknowledging that it was true, but he woul 
never have done it if he had not. believed 
that the Archbishop was inside! The 
King listened to this frank statement with 
much amusement, and to subsequent bold and 
witty retorts from the Earl. The opposing 
party stating that all, Ireland could not rule 

Kildare, the Sovereign, making the best of a 
bad matter in a way that must have given 
him some perverse gratification, said prompt] 
that he should rule all Ireland, and forthwit 
sent him back to do so. 

A CATHEDRAL INCIDENT. 

Fhe Royal magnanimity met with ite re- 
ward in the skill and energy of Kildare’s ad- 
ministration. He even tried to conciliate his 
foes, the Ormondes, and invited them to a 
conference in St. Patrick's Cathedral Un- 
fortunately the Ormonde following was so 
great that the citizens rallied round the build- 
ing and trouble ensued, and the conflicting 
parties fought, even within the sacred build- 
ing. Ormonde, thinking that his last hour was 
come, entrenched himself and some of his 
men in the Chapter House until Kildare 
pledged his honour for his safety. A hole 
was hewn with a battle axe in the door for 
the two chiefs to shake hands, vg ages 
would induce Ormonde to put his han 
through, and, finally, Kildare thrust his hand 
in, and the matter came to a peaceful con- 
clusion. A Papal Legate dealt severely with 
the citizens afterwards for their sacrilegious 
act in brawling in the Cathedral. | 

They had their own way of doing things 
as regards votes long ago in Dublin, simpler 
and more direct than any modern method, 
and calculated to save much jaw-wagging on 
platforms. Chart’s “Story of Dublin '”. tells 
of a spot near the gate to the Phenix Park, 
known as “ The Hole in the Wall,” through 
which the virtuous elector used to pass: his 
empty hand and withdraw it again filled with 
guineas by some unseen benefactor. The 
receiver of the bribe could conscientiously 
swear his ignorance of the identity of the 
giver of the money. 

THE MAYOR'S TOUR. 

The same authority states that the present 
North Circular road follows pretty closely the 
route taken by an interesting civic function 
which long has lapsed. Every three years 
the Mayor and Corporation used to make a 
perambulation of the city Liberties—known 
as “viding the franchise.’ The train bore 
with them the King’s sword and passed com- 
pletely round the limits of their jurisdiction, 
thus asserting the authority that they held 
wherever they went. If a house, newly- 
erected, happened io bar the way, a chink 
was made in the wall, and the sword was 
thrust through. When they arrived at the 
shore, the Mayor rode out into the water, and 
cast a dart as far as he could into the waves. 
Sometimes trouble arose at some part of the 
route, but it seems to have been summarily 
dealt with. One, Davys, it is recorded, who 
-showed a tendency to uphold, bis. supposed 
rights in opposition to those of the Mayor 
was ordered to be cooled by tumbling him in 
the river. “ The law must take its course ” 
may have been a current phrase at that tim? ; 
but its course was oiten not pearly so tedious 
as in this formal century. i 
Dublin wit always had the name of being 
a disconcerting thing, even in Swift s time, 
more so even than now; and there are 
those wliom it can reduce to craven humility 
still, A house of much interest in the 
Glasnevin neighbourhood was forced to alter 
its name somewhat on account of it. The 
famous Dr. Delany engaged a friend to build 
this house, and on its completion he tried 
to compose a name for it that should combine 
his own with that of the builder, Helsham.

TRAFFIC PROBLEM IN CANAL 


DEVELOPMENT SCHEME. 

At a meeting of Leitrim County Council on 
Thursday, a letter was received from the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerge on the 
subject of the development of Arigna Canal, 
stating that at the present railway freights it 
would require a rail traffic of some 30,000 
tons per annum to pay the working expenses 
on the colliery without providing any return 
on the capital invested in the line. Since 
1920 the average “T° & carried on the 
colliery line averaged 2,300, and there did not 
appear to be any reasonable prospect of this 
increasing some 13 times, as would be neces- 
sary to make the line pay its working ex- 
penses. ‘l'ransport by rail as a main means 
of distribution, consequently, did not appear 
economic, and any further expenditure on it 
would not seem justified. 

After cones out that the canal improve- 
ment to ugh Allen would cost £52,280, the 
letter stated that the Minister was giving 
consideration to the question of improving the 
canal, ‘‘which would seem the means of 
transport most likely to increase the practic- 
able output from the coal mines.’’ 

Mr. James McGowan said that the amount 
mentioned as being required to put the cana! 
in use was not correct, and it was mentioned, 
he declared, only for the purpose of getting 
out of the work. To make a new canal would 
not cost ‘£52,000. How much of Lough Allen 
Canal required to be cleaned ? 

Mr. Mooney—Four and a half miles, and 
the erection of the canal the first day only 
cost the British Government £15,000. 

Mr. McGowan—Then the claim that it 
would take £52,000 to put the canal in 
use is absurd, It is only throwing figures to 
blind us. 

Mr. O’Reilly—Stumbling blocks.
